ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


SUPER  VISOR  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Gentlemen: — 

I  have  not  considered  it  necessary,  in  view  of  the  adoption 
of  our  City  Charter  and  the  consequent  changes  we  anticipate 
in  the  management  of  onr  public  affairs,  to  report  with 
the  usual  detail  what  has  been  accomplished  by  our  common 
schools  during  the  past  year.  Their  general  prosperity,  de- 
spite of  all  the  diverting  influence  of  a  year  of  terrible  re 
cords,  you  have  all,  I  am  sure,  noticed  and  rejoiced  in.  The 
general  efficiency  of  our  teachers,  and  the  steady  improve- 
ment of  our  children,  have  elicited  recognition  and  gratified 
parental  pride.  But  while  I  feel  excused  from  the  duty  of 
minutely  reporting  the  working  of  the  old  system  for  the 
past  year,  I  do  not  feel  relieved  from  considerations  on  the 
value  and  importance  of  that  Puritan  heritage,  the  common 
school  system.  More  and  more,  with  each  years'  experience, 
which  your  repeated  expressions  of  confidence  have  allowed 
me,  have  I  felt  how  closely  are  the  interests  of  this  commu- 
nity, financial,  social,  and  moral,  identified  with  our  schools  j 
and  deeper  and  deeper  has  grown  my  conviction  that  too 
much  effort  cannot  be  expended  to  increase  their  capacity 
to  promote  the  general  good. 
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I  feel  in  some  degree,  in  urging  the  claims  which  this  branch 
of  your  interests  should  have  upon  public  attention,  the  em- 
barrassment of  repetition. 

It  has  been  my  duty  to  present  this  subject  to  you  frequent- 
ly before,  and  I  have  found  added  experience  has  strength- 
ened old  arguments  and  familiar  principles  in  my  own  mind, 
rather  than  suggested  new  ones.  I  refer  of  course  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  importance  of  the  school  system,  and  not 
the  details  of  its  machinery,  for  in  these  new  and  improved 
methods  are  constantly  suggested.  It  is  an  old  principle, 
that  a  man,  as  a  general  rule,  is  what  the  circumstances  of 
his  life,  and  especially  his  early  life,  have  made  him.  Give  him 
the  incitement  of  cultivated  association,  adequate  ideas  of 
his  duties  as  a  citizen,  and  an  education  to  fit  him  for  their 
performance,  and  the  chances  are  largely  in  favor  of  his  sus- 
taining the  relations  of  his  life  with  honor  to  himself,  and  bene- 
fit to  mankind.  And  where,  next  to  the  family  and  the  church, 
does  he  gain  so  many  of  these  favoring  influences  as  in  the 
school  room  ?  It  is  not  enough  that  a  community  admit  the 
fact  of  the  importance  of  the  school ;  it  must  be  acted  upon. 
For  no  system  of  public  policy  is  so  sensitive  as  the  school 
system,  to  public  opinion,  and  none  yields  so  speedily  to  the 
indifference  and  neglect  of  the  public.  It  must  be  fostered  by 
liberality  of  expenditure,  the  ranks  of  its  teachers  must  be 
scrutinized  and  the  worthy  only  suffered  to  discharge  its  du- 
ties; neatness  and  convenience  must  be  secured  for  its  archi- 
tecture; judgment  and  love  for  its  exercises  and  regularity 
of  attendance  must  be  secured  on  the  part  of  the  young  re- 
cipients of  its  benefits. 

Most  eloquent  are  the  lessons  of  these  dark  days  of  our 
history  to  enforce  the  claims  of  education  on  the  reflecting 
mind ;  for  if  anything  has  been  demonstrated  with  unfailing 
certainty,  during  the  rebellion,  against  which  the  nation  is 
struggling,  it  is  that  republican  institutions  must  derive  their 
strength  from  the  general  intelligence  of  the  people.  A  few 
desperate  and  unscrupulous  men  could  not  have  led  the  masses 
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of  the  South  into  the  dark  mazes  of  rebellion,  if  the  school 
houses  had  dotted  Southern  soil  as  thickly  as  New  England, 
nor  would  the  men  of  the  North  have  risen  up  so  sublimely 
to  smite  the  traitors  of  their  country,  to  endure  the  privations 
of  the  camp,  the  weary  hours  of  the  hospital,  and  the  terri- 
ble expectancy  and  bloody  onset  of  the  day  of  battle,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  influence  of  knowledge  freely  offered  to  the 
poorest  and  humblest,  alike  with  the  proudest  and  wealthiest. 

The  repeated  saying  of  Mahomet,  "The  ink  of  the  scholar 
and  the  Wood  of  the  martyr  are  equal,"  is  not  wholly  exag- 
gerated and  untrue — the  loyal  blood  which  flows  in  the 
heart  of  the  northern  soldier,  impelling  him  onward  to  the 
post  of  duty  and  of  danger,  has  been  made  more  loyal  by 
the  lessons  of  the  school,  teaching  him  to  love  and  rightly 
value  the  institutions  for  which  he  perils  his  life. 

In  retiring,  fellow-citizens,  from  an  office  which  I  have 
held  so  long  by  your  gift,  I  tender  you  my  sincere  acknowl- 
edgements for  the  evidence  of  your  favor  in  placing  me  in 
an  office  which  I  have  regarded  honorable  in  that  I  have  re- 
garded this  branch  of  your  interest  so  important.  I  believe 
confidently  that  we  are  to  realize  improvement  in  the  manage- 
ment of  all  our  public  interests,  and  let  us  see  well  to  it  that 
our  school  system  receives  its  due  proportion  of  the  general 
advantage.  Let  the  honorable  rank  our  schools  have  held 
among  the  towns  of  the  state  be  the  index  of  their  future 
rank  among  the  cities  of  the  state;  let  appropriation  be  liber- 
ally continued,  though  the  pressure  of  taxations  be  heavily 
felt.  Let  not  the  progress  of  our  children  be  slackened,  for  on 
them,  as  we  hope,  will  rest  the  honors  and  responsibilities  of 
calmer  and  happier  days  of  our  countrys  history,  and  let  us 
qualify  them  to  gather  the  harvest  for  which  our  own  gene  r- 
ation  is  sowing  in  blood  and  tears.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 
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DIRECTORS  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  NO.  % 


LEWISTON. 


The  School  Directors  of  District  No.  2  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1862-63. 

There  are  in  the  District,  thirteen  schools,  one  High,  one 
Grammar,  four  Intermediates,  and  seven  Primaries.  For  the 
past  year  they  have  been  in  progress  three  terms,  of  eleven, 
ten,  and  seven  weeks.  During  this  time  they  have  continued 
in  their  accustomed  successful  operation,  being  visited  by  no 
epidemic  to  lessen  the  attendance  and  disturb  their  exercises. 
They  have  been  under  the  instruction  of  competent,  energetic 
and  faithful  teachers.  The  attendance  during  the  year  has 
been  unusually  good.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that 
they  never  were  in  so  good-  condition  as  they  have  been  dur- 
ing the  year  just  closed.  There  has  not  been  an  instance  of 
insubordination  in  any  school  for  the  year.  Great  care  has 
been  taken  on  the  part  of  the  Directors  and  Teachers  to  check 
at  once  anything  that  might  result  in  serious  disturbance. 
This  course  has  secured  good  order,  and  attention.  A  spirit 
of  indolence  and  indifference  to  the  studies  has  not  been 
allowed  to  go  unnoticed  by  the  Directors.  In  the  High, 
Grammar  and  Intermediates,  a  weekly  report  is  made  out 
by  the  teacher  for  each  scholar,  who  is  required  to  present 
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this  report  to  his  parent  or  guardian  for  signature  each  week. 
In  this  way  they  learn  from  week  to  week  the  scholar's 
attendance,  deportment,  and  rank  in  his  studies. 

Our  school  year  commences  with  the  spring  term.  At 
this  time  scholars  are  examined,  and,  if  found  qualified, 
admitted  to  the  higher  school.  We  found,  at  the  close  of  last 
term,  a  large  number  well  prepared  to  be  advanced,  showing 
that  a  great  amount  of  labor  has  been  performed  by  the  sev- 
eral schools.  The  course  of  study  was  arranged  for  thirty- 
six  or  forty  weeks  instruction  a  year.  Being  obliged,  as  we 
were,  to  close  the  winter  term  at  the  end  of  the  seventh 
week,  it  left  part  of  our  year's  work  unfinished ;  but  we  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  what  time  we  have  had  has 
been  well  improved,  and  that  good  proficiency  has  been  made 
in  the  several  schools.  The  usual  time  taken  for  the  review 
of  the  term  and  year's  study  was  lost  to  the  schools. 

It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  appropriations  for  our 
schools  the  coming  year  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  their  real 
wants.  There  is  no  one  interest  or  combination  of  interests 
in  which  all  are  so  generally  to  share  as  in  our  public  schools. 
They  are  accessible  and  open  alike  to  the  children  and  youth 
of  all  classes,  and  should  receive  generous  appropriations,  bo 
wisely  and  carefully  superintended,  and  faithfully  instructed. 
Let  all  then  study  their  wants,  freely  contributing  their  means 
and  influence  for  their  benefit.  By  so  doing  we  shall  give  to 
the  young  what  is  more  valuable  than  houses  and  lands. 

The  school  buildings  and  furniture  belonging  to  the  Dis- 
trict are  in  good  repair  and  condition,  and  have  been  kept 
so  at  a  small  expense.  A  school-house  has  been  erected 
during  the  past  season  on  Lincoln  Street,  sufficiently  large 
and  convenient  for  two  schools,  and  a  room  furnished  in  tho 
High  School  building.  This  has  given  room  for  two  hundred 
additional  scholars.  These  rooms  were  occupied  during  the 
last  two  terms. 

There  are  in  the  District,  as  shown  by  the  census  taken 
last  April,  1997  scholars,  making  an  increase  of  295  over  last 
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year.  Of  tins  number  only  1088  have  been  in  attendance  at 
any  one  term  during  the  year,  leaving  909  scholars  unin- 
structed  in  our  public  schools.  Many  children  are  put  to  work 
in  the  mill  at  an  early  age,  and  there  kept  until  the  best  time 
for  cultivating  the  mind,  and  acquiring  that  knowledge  so 
necessary  to  a  discharge  of  the  duties  of  life,  has  passed.  The 
attendance  would  be  much  increased  by  an  additional  number 
of  school  rooms.  In  each  Primary  school  for  the  year,  there 
has  been  from  seventy  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  scholars. 
This  has  caused  many  to  send  their  children  to  private  schools, 
or  keep  them  at  home. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  District,  as  given 
above,  is  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety  seven.  Of  this  number 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  are  boys,  and  eleven  hundred 
and  eight  are  girls.  Ten  hundred  and  ninety-five  are  Ameri- 
cans; seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  are  Irish;  one  hundred 
and  three  English;  seventy-four  French;  two  Scotch;  one 
German,  and  one  Swede.  Of  these,  forty-three  are  in  the 
army.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  following  holidays  shall  be  granted  to  the  Schools,  viz: 
Thanksgiving;  Christmas,  (if  it  falls  on  Sunday,  then  the  following 
Monday),  Fast  Day,  the  Fourth  of  July,  or  the  fifth  when  the  fourth 
falls  on  Sunday,  and  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons. 

2.  The  school  shall  be  in  session — 


Summer  Term,  from  8J  to  11  £  A.  M.,  and  from  2  to  5  o'clock  P.  M. 
Fall  "       "    9  to  12  A.M.,     "        2  to  5       "  " 

Winter      "       "    9  to  12  A.M.,     "       l&to4£     ««  " 


3.  Ten  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  school 
exercises,  the  school-rooms  shall  be  opened  and  the  Teachers  present 
to  admit  scholars  as  they  arrive,  and  keep  them  in  order. 

4.  The  exercises  of  all  the  schools  shall  be  commenced  each  day  by 
the  reading  of  some  portion  of  the  New  Testament,  of  the  Book  of 
Psalms,  or  of  the  Book  of  Proverbs,  after  which  prayer  or  singing  is 
recommended. 

5.  In  the  High,  Grammar  and  Intermediate  schools  the  doors  shall 
be  locked  at  the  the  hour  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  school 
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exercises,  and  re-opened  at  the  close  of  devotional  exercises,  and  all 
scholars  then  or  afterwards  admitted  shall  be  marked  tardy. 

6.  Teachers  shall  punctually  observe  the  hours  and  dismission  of 
the  schools ;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  retention 
of  a  pupil  after  school  hours  in  case  of  unfaithfulness. 

7.  Teachers  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  school  duties,  on 
regular  school  days,  unless  detained  by  sickness,  notice  of  the  same 
being  given  to  one  of  the  Directors,  or  by  written  permission  of  the 
Directors. 

8.  Teachers  shall  endeavor  to  inspire  their  pupils  with  a  love  of 
learning  and  truth,  and  train  them  in  the  habits  of  prompt  and  faith- 
ful obedience.  Discipline  shall  be  of  a  parental  character;  politeness 
and  good  behavior  inculcated  and  carefully  exacted;  and  corporeal 
punishment  resorted  to  only  when  other  means  fail.  Teachers  shall 
exercise  a  general  care  over  their  pupils  during  school  hours,  out  of 
doors  as  well  as  within. 

9.  Should  difficulty  arise  in  any  of  the  schools,  applications  may  be 
made  by  teachers,  parents  or  guardians  to  the  Directors,  but  never 
by  parents  or  guardians  to  the  teacher.  The  Directors  shall  investi- 
gate and  arrange  such  difficulties  as  occasion  may  require.  In  case 
of  truancy,  obstinate  opposition  to  authority,  continued  neglect  of 
duty,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  the  Teacher  shall  notify  the  par- 
ents or  guardian  and  apply  to  the  Directors  for  advice.  When  the 
example  of  a  scholar  is  very  injurious,  when  his  reformation  appears 
hopeless,  by  his  manifesting  habitual  aud  determined  neglect  of  duty 
or  disregard  of  the  good  order  and  rules  of  the  school,  the  Directors 
shall  expel  him.  Any  scholar  who  has  been  expelled  and  shall  ex- 
press regret  for  his  conduct  and  promise  satisfactory  amendment  to 
the  Directors  and  Teachers,  shall  be  restored. 

10.  A  recess  shall  be  allowed  to  the  scholars  at  the  expiration  of 
one  half  of  each  session,  not  exceeding  fifteen  minutes  in  the  High 
and  Grammar  schools,  or  twenty  minutes  in  the  Intermediate  and  Pri- 
mary. When  there  is  but  one  yard  the  boys  and  girls  shall  have  a 
separate  recess. 

11.  No  scholar  shall  leave  before  the  close  of  the  session,  except 
for  sickness  or  other  urgent  necessity,  or  upon  request  of  parent  or 
guardian.  Scholars  otherwise  absenting  themselves  shall  be  consid- 
ered absent  for  the  half  day. 

12.  On  the  absence  or  tardiness  of  a  scholar,  the  Teacher  shall 
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require  a  satisfactory  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian  for  such 
absence  or  tardiness. 

13.  After  absence  of  more  than  one  day,  every  scholar  so  absent 
shall  be  required  to  make  up  his  deficiency.  Neglecting  to  do  so  the 
Teacher  shall  report  him  to  the  Directors. 

14.  In  order  to  secure  a  more  punctual  attendance,  each  Teacher 
shall,  on  Saturday  of  each  week,  make  out  a  certificate  of  the  number 
of  half  days  each  scholar  has  been  absent  for  the  week,  also  the  num- 
ber of  times  tardy,  the  number  of  times  dismissed,  the  rank  and  de- 
portment, with  a  blank  space  for  the  signature  of  the  parent  or  guar- 
dian— which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  pupil,  and  the  Teacher  shall  re- 
quire the  pupil  to  return  the  same,  with  the  signature  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  thereon,  on  the  next  Monday  morning.  This  regulation 
not  to  apply  to  the  Primary  schools. 

15.  Each  case  of  communication  in  school  in  any  manner,  without 
permission ;  eating  or  chewing ;  reading  or  writing  anything  not  al- 
lowed by  the  Teacher;  scuffling;  making  boisterous  noises;  spitting 
of  tobacco  juice;  idleness  in  school;  dropping  or  throwing  bits  of  pa- 
per or  other  substance  about  the  school  room;  tardiness  in  comply- 
ing with  any  order  or  regulation;  leaving  the  school  at  recess  without 
permission ;  incivility  to  Teachers ;  non-performance  of  any  assigned 
duty,  or  any  other  misdemeanor  not  here  enumerated,  shall  be  held 
a3  a  violation  of  deportment,  and  sufficient,  materially,  to  reduce  the 
rank  of  the  offending  scholar,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  aggrava- 
tion of  the  case  may  demand. 

16.  For  persistent  disobedience  or  flagrant  opposition  to  authority, 
the  Teacher  may  suspend  a  scholar,  at  discretion,  and  refer  the  mat- 
ter to  the  Directors  for  final  action. 

17.  No  scholar  will  be  allowed,  during  study  hours,  to  go  to  the 
door  to  attend  the  call  of  any  friend  or  acquaintance  without  a  writ- 
ten request  be  presented,  or,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Teacher,  some 
urgent  necessity  may  demand  it. 

18.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any  school  without  satisfactory 
evidence  of  having  been  vaccinated,  or  otherwise  secured  against  the 
Email  pox. 

19.  No  pupil  without  the  boundaries  of  School  District  No.  2,  shall 
be  admitted  to  its  schools  except  by  permission  of  the  Directors. 

20.  Whenever  any  scholar  shall  fail  to  keep  his  place  in  his  class, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Teacher  to  report  the  case  to  the  Directors,

and  if,  upon  investigation,  it  shall  become  evident  that  such  scholar 
will  not  maintain  a  proper  standing  in  the  class  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber, or  in  a  lower  class,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  school. 

21.  No  scholar  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  from  one  school  to  another 
of  different  grade,  without  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  before  a 
majority  of  the  Directors,  and  receiving  a  certificate  of  qualification 
gigned  by  them ;  except  from  the  Primary  to  the  Intermediate,  when 
an  examination  before  one  of  the  Directors  shall  be  sufficient. 

22.  Teachers  shall  exercise  a  careful  oversight  of  the  buildings  oc- 
cupied by  them,  including  yards  and  fences,  attend  to  the  tempera- 
ture and  ventilation  of  their  school  rooms,  and  see  that  they  are  kept 
properly  clean;  also  guard  the  furniture  and  books  from  injury;  and 
at  the  close  of  each  day  personally  see  that  the  doors,  windows  and 
gates  are  properly  fastened. 

23.  Teachers  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  Directors  of  all 
repairs  and  supplies  that  may  be  needed,  and  of  any  depredation  that 
may  be  committed  upon  school  property;  also  inform  them  of  any  other 
matter  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  schools. 

24.  No  pupil  or  any  other  person  shall  cut,  deface,  defile  or  other- 
wise injure  the  school  buildings  or  the  furniture  thereof,  or  any  other 
property  thereto  belonging;  and  any  person  guilty  of  such  offense 
shall,  if  known,  be  reported  by  the  Teacher  to  the  Directors,  and  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  such  injury. 

25!  No  Teacher  shall  act  as  agent  for  the  sale  of  any  school  books, 
nor  accept  any  gift  or  consideration  for  introducing  them  into  any 
school  in  the  District. 

26.  No  show-man,  book  agent,  or  other  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
read  or  announce  any  notice  or  advertisement  in  the  schools,  except 
by  written  permission  of  the  Directors. 

27.  No  books  shall  be  furnished  to  scholars  at  the  expense  of  the 
town,  except  upon  the  authority  of  a  certificate  signed  by  one  of  the 
Directors. 

28.  No  change  of  text-books  shall  be  made  except  by  the  unani- 
mous consent  of  the  Directors :  nor  shall  any  books  be  used,  or  stu- 
dies pursued,  but  such  as  are  authorized  by  them. 

29.  Every  school  shall  be  publicly  examined  at  the  close  of  each 
term.  One  day  shall  be  allotted  to  the  examination  of  the  High 
School,  and  one  to  the  Grammar  School,  and  one  half  day, to  each  of 
the  other  schools.    The  examination  shall  be  made  under  the  super- 
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vision  of  one  or  more  of  the  Directors ;  and  be  confined  to  a  general 
review  of  the  studies  pursued  during  the  term,  except  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  when  the  examinations  may  embrace  the  studies  of 
the  whole  year. 

SO.  Any  scholar  absenting  himself  from  the  examination  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  same  grade  at  the 
succeeding  term  without  passing  a  satisfactory  private  examination 
before  the  Directors. 

31.  These  "  Rules  and  Regulations"  may  be  amended,  suspended 
or  repealed  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Directors,  and  not  otherwise. 


STATUTE  PROVISIONS. 

Chapter  II.,  Sec.  51. — If  any  parent,  master  or  gaurdian,  after 
notice  from  the  teacher  of  a  school  that  a  child  under  his  care  is  de- 
ficient of  the  necessary  school  books,  refuses  or  neglects  to  furnish 
such  child  with  the  books  required,  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee, on  being  notified  thereof  by  the  teacher,  shall  furnish  them 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  ;  and  such  expense  :  may  be  added  to  the 
next  town  tax  of  the  parent,  master,  or  gaurdian. 

Sec.  56. — Every  teacher  of  a  public  school  shall  keep  a  school  reg- 
ister, containing  the  names  of  all  the  scholars  who  enter  the  school, 
their  ages,  the  date  of  each  scholar's  entering  and  leaving,  the  number 
of  days  each  attended,  the  length  of  the  school,  the  teacher's  wages,  a 
list  of  text  books  used,  and  all  other  facts  required  by  the  blank  form 
furnished  under  the  provisions  of  law;  such  register  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  school  committee,  and  be  returned  to 
them  at  the  close  of  the  school.  No  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  pay  for 
his  services,  until  the  register  of  his  school,  properly  filled  up,  com- 
pleted, and  signed,  is  deposited  with  the  school  committee,  or  with  a 
person  designated  by  them  to  receive  it. 

Sec.  71. — If  any  person,  whether  he  is  a  scholar  or  not,  enters  any 
school-house  or  any  other  place  of  instruction  during  or  out  of  school 
hours,  while  the  teacher  or  any  pupil  is  there,  and  willfully  interrupts 
or  disturbs  the  teacher  or  pupils  by  loud  speaking,  rude  or  indecent 
behavior,  signs,  or  gestures;  or  willfully  interrupts  a  school  by  prow- 
ling about  the  building,  making  noises,  throwing  missiles  at  the 
school-house,  or  in  any  way  disturbing  the  school,  he  shall  forfeit  no* 
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less  than  two,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  afore- 
said, or  by  complaint  before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  72. — If  a  minor  injures  or  aids  in  injuring  any  school-house, 
out-buldings,  utensils  or  appurtenances  belonging  thereto  ;  defaces 
the  walls,  benches,  seats,  or  other  parts  of  said  buildings  by  marks, 
cuts,  or  otherwise;  or  injures  or  destroys  any  property  belonging  to  a 
school  district,  such  district  by  its  agent  or  committee,  may  recover 
of  his  parent  or  guardian,  in  an  action  of  debt,  double  the  amount  of 
damages  occasioned  thereby. 

GRADE. — COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

Hillard's  First,  Second  and  Third  Primary  Readers;  Hillard's  El- 
ementary Speller;  Greenleaf  s  New  Primary  Arithmetic. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS. 
Hillard's  Fourth  and  Third  Class  Reader;  Worcester's  Pronounc- 
ing Speller;  Colton  and  Fitch's  Introductory  Geography;  Greenleaf  3 
Intellectual  Arithmetic;  use  of  slate  sufficient  to  give  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  four  fundamental  rules  of  Arithmetic;  and  Payson, 
Dunton  and  Scribner's  Writing  Book. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

First  Year. — Hillard's  First  and  Second  Class  Readers;  Worcester's 
Pronouncing  Sptllcr;  Greenleaf s  Common  School  Arithmetic;  Pay- 
son,  Dunton  and  Scribner's  Writing  Books;  Worcester  and  Web- 
ster's Dictionary  (these  books  to  be  used  through  the  whole  course); 
Colton  and  Fitch's  Modern  Geography ;  and  Weld  and  Quackenbos' 
Grammar,  after  the  first  term. 

Second  Year. — Colton  and  Fitch's  Modern  Geography,  first  two 
terms;  Quackenbos'  History  of  the  United  States;  Weld  and  Quack- 
enbos' Grammar;  and  Weld  and  Quackenbos'  Parsing  Book,  third 
term. 

Third  Year.— Quackenbos'  History  of  the  United  States;  Green- 
leaf's  Common  School  Arithmetic  completed;  Weld  and  Quack- 
enbos' Grammar,  first  two  terms;  Weld  and  Quackenbos'  Parsing 
Book;  Quackenbos'  First  Lessons  in  English  Composition,  last  term; 
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Quackenbos'  History  of  the  United  States;  and  Book-keeping,  if  any 
six  scholars  or  more  wish  to  study  it,  and  can  do  so  without  interfer- 
ing with  other  studies. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

First  Year. — G-reenleaf's  National  Arithmetic;  Quackenbos*  His- 
tory of  the  United  States;  English  Grammar  and  Analysis;  Shurt- 
leff's  Governmental  Instructor. 

Second  Year. — Smyth's  Algebra;  Quackenbos'  Natural  Philosophy; 
Spencer's  Arnold's  First  and  Second  Latin  Book ;  to  which,  for  the 
third  term,  the  College  Class  will  add  Harkness'  First  Greek  Book. 

Third  Year. — Davies'  Geometry;  Fasquelle's  French  Course,  and 
Dumas'  Napoleon ;  Spiere  and  Surenne's  Dictionary ;  Hanson's  Latin  - 
Prose  Book;  Andrews  and  Stoddard's  Latin  Grammar;  Frieze's  Vir- 
gil ;  Leverett's  Lexicon.  Instead  of  French,  the  College  Class  will 
take  Greek :  text  books,  Harkness'  First  Greek  Book ;  Anthon's 
Greek  Header;  Kuhner's  Greek  Grammar;  Lidclell  and  Scott's  Lexicon. 

Fourth  Year. — Champlin's  Mental  Philosophy ;  Botany  ;  Quack- 
enbos' Bhetoric;  Loomis'  Physiology;  Johnston's  Chemistry  or  French 
Corinne  and  Bacine);  Virgil  and  Cicero.  The  College  Class  will  only 
take  Latin  and  Greek,  with  a  review  of  their  preparatory  studies. 

N.  B. — Worcester  and  Webster's  Dictionaries  and  Hillard's  First 
Reader  will  be  used  throughout  the  whole  course ;  and  Composition 
and  Declamation  will  be  required. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

This  class  of  our  schools  has  required  and  received  the 
special  attention  of  the  Directors  during  the  year.  We 
believe  their  importance  and  wants  are  not  generally  well 
understood  and  properly  cared  for.  The  rooms  for  these 
schools  should  be  convenient,  pleasant,  and  well  warmed  and 
ventilated.  The  number  of  scholars  in  each  room  should  be 
small,  not  exceeding  forty  or  fifty.  Their  physical,  moral 
and  intellectual  training  should  be  equally  cared  for,  and  no 
one  of  these  should  receive  too  much  attention  to  the  neglect 
of  the  other  two.  It  is  in  our  opinion  a  mistake  in  allowing 
children  to  be  put  to  school  at  too  early  an  age.    They  are 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  this  school  has  been  much  larger 
the  past  year  then  ever  before,  since  the  adoption  of  our  pres- 
ent classification.  The  largest  in  attendance  at  any  one  time 
during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  forty.  The  school  is 
composed  of  three  classes,  and  the  course  of  study  is  such 
that  it  requires  three  years  to  complete  it,  preparatory  to 
entering  the  High  School.  At  the  expiration  of  the  seventh 
week  of  the  "Winter  Term,  it  became  necessary  to  close  the 
schools  in  the  District.  The  money  appropriated  for  them 
had  been  expended,  but  it  was  thought  best  to  dismiss  all  the 
classes  in  this  school,  except  the  first;  to  receive  into  the 
school  the  scholars  from  the  Intermediates,  who  intended  to 
enter  the  Grammar  school  next  term;  and  allow  the  principal 
to  continue  the  school  in  this  condition  three  weeks  after  the 
others  closed.  All  the  classes  belonging  to  the  school  could 
not  receive  the  benefit  of  the  three  weeks'  additional  instruc- 
tion, without  the  aid  of  the  assistant  teachers,  which  it  was 
impossible  to  receive,  without  further  appropriations.  It 
became  necessary  to  make  the  change  or  not  receive  the  ben- 
efit of  services  already  paid  for.  We  were  unable  to  secure 
the  services  of  the  principal  of  this  school  for  a  less  time 
than  one  year.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  an  addi- 
tional assistant  teacher  was  put  into  this  school.  It  would 
have  been  impossible  for  two  teachers,  with  the  unusually 
large  number  of  scholars,  to  do  the  work  assigned  for  forty 
weeks,  in  thirty-one  weeks,  the  length  of  our  schools  the 
present  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  term,  the  first  class,  numbering 
twenty-four  scholars,  was  examined  for  the  High  School, 
and  found  well  qualified  to  enter  it.  This  school  has  been 
under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Brackctt  for  the  past  two 
years,  who  has  been  eminently  successful  as  a  teacher.  This 
can  truly  be  called  a  "model  Grammar  School." 
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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  scholars  attending  our  High  School  during 
the  year,  has  been  small,  falling  little  below  that  of  last  year. 
The  same  causes  that  have  operated  to  reduce  the  number 
of  pupils  in  schools  of  a  similar  grade  in  other  places,  have 
been  brought  to  bear  upon  this  school.  Those  acquainted 
with  the  past  history  of  this  school,  and  the  relation  that  the 
Seminary  and  Academy  sustain  to  the  place,  can  easily  account 
for  the  present  number  of  scholars.  Excellence  does  not  con- 
sist in  numbers  alone.  Hereafter,  the  number  of  scholars  will 
be  much  larger  than  before.  Thirty  have  already  been  exam- 
ined and  found  qualified  to  enter  the  school  next  term.  Dur- 
ing the  present  year  it  will  number  not  far  from  eighty  schol- 
ars. The  course  of  study  was  arranged  with  care,  and  the 
method  of  instruction  is  through,  aiming  at  discipline  as  well 
as  the  acquisition  of  knowledge.  We  have  been  able  to 
secure  for  this  school  the  services  of  very  able  and  success- 
ful teachers,  under  whose  instruction  it  has  attained  a  posi- 
tion which  justly  entitles  it  to  be  ranked  among  the  first 
schools  in  the  state. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  we  made  some 
changes  in  the  readers  and  spellers  used  in  the  schools.  In 
the  place  of  Sargent's  readers  and  speller,  Hillard's  readers 
and  Worcester's  speller  were  introduced.  Our  reason  for 
making  the  change  was  that  the  old  books  had  been  used  so 
long  by  the  pupils  as  to  become  badly  worn  and  of  less  inter- 
est than  those  containing  new  selections.  The  books  were 
introduced  by  the  publishers  without  cost  to  the  pupils,  new 
books  being  given  in  exchange  for  the  old  ones.  This  was 
the  only  condition  on  which  the  Directors  would  consent  to 
the  introduction  of  new  books.  Weld  and  Quackenbos' 
grammar,  however,  was  also  introduced  into  the  Grammar 
School,  for  a  small  amount,  in  the  place  of  Tower's.  We  do 
not  favor  a  frequent  change  of  books  in  our  schools. 
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In  closing  we  would  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to 
the  matter  of  truancy,  which  has  been  quite  prevalent,  and 
which  is  productive  of  much  evil  to  schools.  This  evil  can- 
not be  remedied  without  the  aid  and  co-operation  of  parents 
and  guardians.  When  scholars  are  necessarily  absent,  it 
1  materially  conflicts  with  the  exercises  of  the  *  school-room, 
and  tends  to  lessen  their  interest,  but  those  absenting  them- 
selves without  cause,  not  only  lose  the  benefit  of  instruction, 
but,  while  away,  are  for  the  most  part  engaged  in  vicious 
pursuits,  hostile  to  good  order  and  improvement.  A  large 
part  of  suffering  and  crime  comes  from  the  evil  results  of 
truancy.  Those  who  are  well  instructed,  and  trained  in  hab- 
its of  industry  while  young,  are  seldom  arraigned  for  crime ; 
but  when  the  early  life  has  become  corrupted  by  idleness, 
vice  and  crime  increases  as  the  opportunities  for  crime  are 
increased.  There  is  in  our  opinion  no  one  thing  so  produc- 
tive of  evil  to  our  schools  and  society  as  this.  In  many 
instances  during  the  year,  scholars  have  been  accustomed  to 
eave  their  homes  in  the  early  part  of  the  day,  and  remain 
away  until  late  in  the  evening.  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  reach 
such  children  without  assistance  from  the  parent  or  guardian. 
It  is  hoped  that  any  one  knowing  of  cases  of  truancy  will 
report  them  at  once. 

From  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  our  schools  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  Let  us  cherish  them  with  a  watchful 
care,  for  to  our  common  school  system  we  are  indebted  for 
our  greatness  and  power  as  a  people,  and  without  it  we 
would  lose  our  pride  as  a  nation.
